"The Tnbassy Commissary Association, by virtue of the 
official positions of our members, is privilezed to import consumer 
goods tax free with the provision that items so imported wil! be for 
our exclusive personal use. While it is obvious that the great 
majority of our members have rigidly adhered to this requirement, 
there exists a continuing end urgent need for vigilance. In the 
interests of Commissary integrity and as a means of avoidance of 
embarrasament, undeserved criticism and/or possible import restric- 
tions, the highest degree of care is required particularly with 
reference to the purchase and disposal of items such as aleoholie 
beverages and cigarettes. ‘The exercise of such care has deen of 
grave concern not only to your Hoard but also to the American 
Ambassador who has expressed his interest an? has askei that all 
possible steps be talcen to insure the proper and correct handling

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of the matter. As a preliminary step the Ambassador has ordered the closing 
of the Mnbasay Sales outlet ani you are informed thot, effective immediately, 
no further sales of commissary items will be made at the ™mbassy. 


"To effect exact control of alcoholic beverages ani cigarettes, 
which for the purpose of future reference will be classified ani referred 
to as restricted itens, the following special handling technique has been 


inaugurated. 


"All such items will be withdrawn inmedfately from open stock ani 
stored in restricted areas both in the warehouse and in the store and vill 
include en identifying commissary mmber, brand and size description, and 
unit cost. 


"Sunbered order blanks in duplicate will be provided for the members 
who will complete ani sign same and present both copies to the employee in 
charge of the restricted section. The employee will identify the purchaser, 
fill the order, place it in an appropriate container ani affix thereto the 
duplicate signed copy of the order form. Payment for the gocds will be 
retained by the cashier. Under no circumstances will any sale be nade 
unless the commissary member, or depentent, completes the order form in 
full and in accordance with instructions. 


"Yor the information of the membership, the order form, at the time 
of presentation, will be checked by the employee for accuracy an“ complete. 
ness and the original thereof deposited in a locked slotted box accessible 
only to the manager or his delegate. The duplicate order form which will 
be detached from the package by the cashier when payment is nade, will 
likewise be placed in a similar box. At the conclusion of each working 
day the sales slips will be collected by the manager, matche’, an’ placed 
in individual envelopes as a permanent confidential record for Commissary 
and U.S. Eubassy security purposes.

(12) ALL incidents occurring on JSOM previsos concerning uneuthorized forcible 
entries, penetration, and siniler plysicel security metvers will be reported innediately 
by S504 representatives to the Hegional or Resident Security Office concerned, which 
will in turn conduct the appropriate investigetions. 


(13) Regional Security personne) will esteblich at each JSON office e uniform 
security violation program in conformence with Foreign Service Circuler No. 37 of 
Septenber 21, 1953 and instructions issued by PS&uI on this subject. 


(1h) Regional Security personnel will esteblish such guerd and wetehman pro= 
cedures as will be necessery to carry out the patrolling m&xax or checking of USOM 
offices. icrine-guard personnel will be assigned to J! offices when the necessery 
arrengenents for such have been made through the Office of Security, Department of 
State. Consideretions involved in such assignaents include the esteblishnent of 
positions by tie Department of State, support of positions by FOA, end the availability 
of personnel from the Yarine Corps. 


(15) Should » conflict arise between USO! officiele ebroad and the Regional 
Security personnel concerning substence or interpretation of security matters, the 
issues in question should be forwarded to the Office of Security, Departaent of State,

Under the terns of the Mlitary Pases Acreement, items purchased from 
the Post Exchange, Navy “xchange, or military conmissarles may not be sold. 
Consequently, vrovisions nate in this nenorandm for disposition of tax-free 
items do not apply to those acquired through rilitary sources. 





The following activities ere prohibited: 


A. To sell, barter or exchange personally-owmel property in a foreign 
country under circumstances or in such a manner as to violate or cause 
violation of the lavs of the country {n which the trensection takes place. 


B. To inport items of personal property in anticipation of change of 
station orders or under other foreseeable circumstances which will result in 
resale after only a brief period of ownership. 


6. To import persona) property items in cnantities which exceed 
reasonably anticipate’ needs or primarily for the purpose of sale, exchange, 
or barter. 


Restrictions place’ on American employees shall aleo anply to those 
members of the family of the employee, including the alien spouse, vho 
normally reside with him ani are dependent on him. An employee shal! be 
held to strict accountability for the actions of such members of his fanily. 


In case of major or wilfully repeated violations, appropriate discin. 
linary action may be taken, incluiing a recommendation for “ismigsal. 


It should be 
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It should be understood that no portion of this memorandum is intended 
to prohibit Jegitingte sales of personal proverty such as those in connection 
with changes in official station or normal replacements of worn or obsolete
